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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 1-83 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 
2111.01 or In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 
(Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations 
specified in the independent claims including a polymorphic 
response including a message type and version that, in 
combination with the schema identifier, define one or more 
additional data elements of the message type and version, as 
specified in claims 1, 29, 47, and 64. 

The Examiner was persuaded by the arguments filed. 

Non Patent Literature 

Although Hirshfield (Object-Oriented Programming, 1996) 
disclosed polymorphism, messages, OOP objects determining 
versions of messages, there was no disclosure of a polymorphic 
response including a message type and version that, in 
combination with identified schema, define one or more 
additional data elements of the message type and version. 

US Patent 

Bowman (US 6,697,824 of record) fails to disclose or teach 
a polymorphic response including a message type and version 
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that, in combination with the identified schema, define one or 
more additional data elements of the message type and version. 

Foreign Patent 

Although Graham Castree (EP 0 945 789 A2) discloses 
providing polymorphic response in data processing Graham Castree 
fails to disclose or teach a polymorphic response including a 
message type and version that, in combination with the 
identified schema, define one or more additional data elements 
of the message type and version.
